Every man found acceptable for 
service must sooner or later dis- 
charge his obligation of serving in 
the military forces; despite defer-' 
ments. Colonel Armstrong empha* _ 
sized. In World War II the Selec-" ' 
tive Service local" boards had. to 
decide who hould go to war and 
who should be left behind to'p,er-'_ 
form vital defense and essential' ci- 
vilian jobs in the national interest.^ . 
Today, however, the boards* have to 
decide not so much "who". \ as 
"When." During World War. Mt • 
men between 18 and 45 were liable ■ 
for service, making a tremendous 
manpower pool available, 'while uri- 
ter the present law only the age 
groups from 19 to 26 can be In- 
ducted plus those whose* liability is 
extended to 'age 35 because of de- 
ferment, 

"With today|s' meager- manpower 
resources we are obliged by world 
conditions to maintain a large and, 
powerful military establishment," 
Colonel Armstrong said. "It is es- 
timated that less than 2 per cent 
of .the nation's manpower Is pres- 
ently available for induction. Large 
numbers of our registrants are clas- 
sified as veterans or -as : physically, 
unfit and cannot' be inducted. In 
addition, fewer men are reaching ' 
the age of induction now than dur- 
ing World War II, due to the low 
sa isas ■)

Lost in the Shuffle 

Writing in the Oregon Voter on that eternal

■with the presumed ability to pay. Somehow the 
ability port has been lost in the shuffle.

HOW OLD 15 OLD? 

by Science Features 

Scientifically, there is no one 
answer to the question — How old 
is old? In 1900 you would have 
been "old" nt 43, the average life 
span for Americans at that time. 
Today, because of advances in med- 
ical science,' you can expect to live 
07 years. When do you start to be- 
come "old"? 

Some scientists, like Dr. S. L. 
Pcarlman of the University of Clii- 
curo, do not like to use the word 
"old" in referring to people over 
G5. Dr. Pcarlman prefers the term 
"more mature," pointing out that 
there is no such thing as being sick 
simply because one has reached a 
certain age. 

But, if people arc not sick nimply 
because they arc older, neither are 
they healthier because they do not 
respond to disease with the sudden, 
dramatic symptoms shown by chil- 
dren and young adults. Grandma 
and Grandpa respond more slowly, 
and their convalescence is longer. 
Therefore periodic health examina- 
tions are especially necessary in 
later life. 

Surgery for elderly people is lessa 
risky than ever before. Dr. Sidney 
E, ZilTren, of the State University 
of Iowa School of Medicine, recent- 
ly reported that surgery tor people 
over 80 has become remarkably 
Bate, largely because of advances 
in nutrition, the use of blood plaa- 
ma, better anesthetics, and the dis- 
covery of the antibiotic drugs. 

Of course certain diseases — such 
as hardening of the arteries, some 
ot the heart diseases, and diabetes 
— occur more frequently after the 
peak of maturity. It caught in time, 
many can be successfully treated. 
As a matter of fact, your life span 
increases every year you live, Todny 
a person who has reached 05 can 
expect to live another 13 years. 

So it appears to be a scientific 
fact that you are "as old as you 
fcej."

^member of the Illinois Genera 
SLcmbly, the writer knows that 
one of the foremo 3 t needs ol Illinois 
is Judicial reform. 

In the police court or the supreme 
court th/cllhcn demands assurance 
of even handed justice and Judicial 
officers of the highest calibre. 

But we may ask-whot is wrong 
with the Illinois Courts? 

First, there ore too many types 
of courts. These include Superme, 
Appellate, Circuit, Superior, Coun- 
ty, City, Municipal, Criminal, Ju- 
venile, Police Magistrate and Jus- 
tice of the Peace courts, inis 
hodge-podge ol «mrte *Uh °«r- 
looping authority makes for con- 
Krifond expense to the. over- 
burdened taxpayer as well -as the 
unfortunate litigant. 

Second: the existing methods of 
judicial selection result In a lack of 
confidence and of prestige in our 
courts. The public does not favor 
a system under which judicial can- 
didates must curry favor with poli- 
tical bosses In order to have a 
chance to campaign for election. 

In short, there are too many 
courts, and loo much politics in the 
present court system. 

Either the proposal recommended 
by the bar associations (the Cm- 
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cago-Bar association and the Illinois 
State Bar association) or some stml- 
| B r proposal would be a vast im- 
provement over, the present judicial 
set-up. 

Under any anticipated' proposal 
the Stale's judicial authority would 
be vested in the Supreme court. 
Any such Plon would al» .provide 
for separate and Independent Ap 
Slate courts instead of the pres- 
ent system in which Circuit judges 
«rvc as judges of the various Ap- 
pellate courts.

amendment to the constitution will 
be recommended. 

Of course, he decision upon judi- 
cial reform will rest ultimately 
with the voters themselves as the 
General Assembly can only Rfc^- 
OMMEND a constitutional amend- 
ment. The rest is up to he voters. 
But that won't be until Novem- 
ber,, 1054.
